Mayor Davie and a force of men 
captured a pottion of the water front 
at midnight claimed by the Southern 
Pacific Company. 
The raid on the 
water front was made in such a secret 
manner that only those interested in 
the act knew about it until it occurred. 
Just at midnight the Mayor and his 
men came out from cover and pro­ 
ceeded to the foot of Harrison 
street. 
The Mayor acted as general of the 
forces, and ordered the men to tear 
down the sheds and obstructions on 
the line of Harrison street. 
The work 
of demolishing the timbers in the way 
commenced at once, the Mayor giving 
personal directions as to how the raid 
should be made. 


The company had fenced in Harri­ 
son street during the stormy times of 
two years ago, and claimed 'the land 
as a part of the water front. 
Davie 
now declares that Harrison street shall 
be a public highway to the water front. 
By virtue of his office as Mayor and 
as a citizen, he claims the right to open 
the street. 


As soon as the obstructions were 
torn away the Mayor ordered a force 
of men to work to fill in the street to 
the water line. 
They will be at work 
all night and by daylight 
Harrison 
street will be a public highway to the 
imitet-' fnmt^^'FherK&aon that 
the 
Mayor wa3 so secret about the pro­ 
ceedings was because he feared the 
Southern Pacific Company, by com­ 
mencing mandamus proceedings would 
outwit him before he got to work. 


"I have opened Harrison street for 
the benefit of the people," said the 
Mayor. 
"It shall remain open as long 
as I am the chief executive of this 
city. 
I think I have outwitted the 
railroad this time. 
By daylight the 
street will be open to the public. 
It is 
a public street and the railroad has no 
right to fence it in. 
I am on the 
ground to see that the people's rights 
shall be respected. 
No mandamus 
proceedings for me. 
In the morning 
the railroad people shall see how I 
have opened a street and dedicated it 
to the people."

During the past week several for­ 
eigners have been refused registration 
by County Clerk Jordan because they 
could neither read nor write, and the 
discovery has been made that such 
citizens are going to San Francisco 
and returning after a certain period 
with transfer certificates, so that they 
can get 011 the Alameda County Great 
Register. 


Many of these applicants have been 
naturalized in the East, and have voted 
for twenty years, and cannot 
under­ 
stand 
why they should be refused 
registration for such a simple thin^ as 
ignorance of reading arid writing. 


A native of Austria was asked by 
Jordan a few days ago who was Presi­ 
dent of this country, and he looked as 
blank as a cheese, and succeeded in 
conveying the impression that he did 
not know. 
He did not say as much, 
because his knowledge of the lang­ 
uage would not permit him, but he was 
not registered and will not be till he 
comes up to the educational require­ 
ments. 


"These applications are very com­ 
mon," said Clerk Jordan, "and it con­ 
vinces me that there are a great num­ 
ber, of people on the Great Register 
that have no right to be there. 
I have 
positive information that there is a gang 
of men here who will attempt to get on 
the next Great Register of Alameda 
county who are not entitled-to because 
of their inability to read and write. 
Some of them have been refused natu­ 
ralization in this county. 


"In San 
Francisco they seem to 
meet with better luck, for many come 
back with their naturalization 
papers 
and ask to be registered. They are put 
through tne test. 
If they cannot read 
any portion of the constitution they are 
sent away." 


One peculiar case is on record show- 
ng how much easier it is to be natural­ 
ized in San Francisco than in Oakland. 
Two brothers named Corbett, living in 
West Berkeley, applied to Judge Ells­ 
worth for naturalization and were re­ 
fused on the ground of ignorance. 
On 
their way up Broadway, a politician 
named Billy Macdonald coached them 
n the constitution, and at 3 o'clock 
the same afternoon they were back in 
the County Clerk's office to be regis­ 
tered. 
They had gone to San Fran­ 
cisco and were naturalized by Judge 
Sanderson the same day Judge Ells­ 
worth refused them. 
They were reg 
stered, as they could both read and 
write, and therefore the clerk had no 
option in the matter, although he knew 
of their experience with the Alameda 
county judge. 


It has been customary in the past 
for ward workers to apply to the Coun­ 
ty Clerk for blocks of signed blank 
certificates, which would be filled in 
afterward to suit. 
The workers would 
use these certificates at the primaries, 
would destroy them as soon as they 
had voted, and there would be no pos­ 
sibility of conviction. 


The next Great Register will not be 
printed until after the primaries are 
held, and everybody will have to vote 
on certificates. 
No blanks will be 
issued, however, and no one will get a 
certificate who does not appear per­ 
sonally and take the oath. 
There is 
some doubt as to. whether there will 
not be many disfranchisements in this 
county before the next election. There 
are hundreds of names on the old reg­ 
ister of people who cannot comply 
with the educational clause, and when 
they apply for new registration they 
may be refused.—Alameda Argus.
